In 1842, 
in connection with Jorgen Moe, he issued the first collection 
of “ Norwegian folk and fairy tales this was followed 
in 1845, 1848, and 1871 by other volumes written by Absjorn¬ 
sen alone. It is from these four “gardens of the imagina¬ 
tion” the present nosegay has been plucked. Mr. Gosse 
says : “ The stories are charming as tales of primitive Norse 
life, and if mythologists can find by dissecting them an un¬ 
dergrowth of ancient history, that is an additional pleasure 
for them also, “ he has contrived to lay the peculiarities 
of Norwegian landscape before his readers with a subtlety 
of touch no other poet or proseman has achieved.”

TARIFF ON BOOKS. 

The following statement made by the Phila¬ 
delphia Book Trade Association to the Tariff 
Commission has been forwarded to the Weekly 
by Mr. Febiger, chairman of the committee, 
and is printed in full, as the paragraph quoted 
in the last issue of the Weekly has been found 

not quite exact.” 

To the Honorable the Tariff Commission : 

In response to the request of the Commission 
for information regarding the various branches 
of industry affected by the tarifF, the under¬ 
signed committee, appointed by the Book Trade 
Association of Philadelphia, would call your 
attention to the absolute necessity, not only of 
the protection already afforded, but of measures 
to prevent a system of undervaluation that has 
for many years operated against the business of 
the manufacture of books in all its branches in 
this country. 

Already it is a question with some of the 
largest publishing houses whether it would not 
be to their interest to manufacture American 
books by American authors in England or on 
the Continent, and unless a remedy can be 
found for the undervaluation of which we com¬ 
plain, our paper mills, printing offices, and book 
binderies will be comparatively idle, while al¬ 
most every other branch of industry in our 
country exhibits activity and increase. To 
bring about a more healthy condition, we would, 
therefore, call your attention to the desirability 
of changing the existing ad valorem duties to 
commensurate specific duties; a change which 
could work no harm to the honest importer, 
and would protect him from his unscrupulous 
competitor. 

From the peculiar nature of the publishing 
business, books are among the most difficult 
articles of which to determine the market value; 
and hence the opportunity for undervaluation 
to evade ad valorem duties is very great. It is 
practically impossible for any official, however 
careful and competent, to be conversant with 
the prices of the thousands of books that in a 
single year are put on the market, let alone the 
productions of previous years ; or of the reduc¬ 
tions and increase of price attending the pro¬ 
duction of successive editions of the same book. 
There are many elements which enter into the 


manufacture of a book that make it cost a great 
deal, or very little—elements that it is impossi¬ 
ble for any one, save the manufacturer, to be 
aware of. The edition may be small or it may 
be large; it may be printed from plates or 
from type. The rate of copy-money paid to the 
author is also variable, and often differs for 
home or foreign markets ; and many other cir¬ 
cumstances, too numerous to occupy your valu¬ 
able time in stating at present, would seem to 
render the market value of books mote difficult 
to determine than that of any other article. The 
undervaluation, however, is easy. For instance, 
a foreign publisher, who has on hand the stereo¬ 
type plates necessary for the production of a 
particular book, after having manufactured a 
sufficient number for his own market, will print 
an additional number for the American market, 
and invoice them to his agent here (whose profits 
he possibly shares) at a merely nominal figure— 
the bare cost of paper and of printing. Nothing 
is added for type-setting, for cuts, or for edito¬ 
rial labor. The price in reality is only a portion 
of the actual cost of producing the book, al¬ 
though it is the rate at which it is invoiced and 
imported, and is considered and often accepted 
as the market price. Not only is the Government 
by this means defrauded, but the importer can 
well afford to pay the twenty-five per cent ad 
valorem on this low rate, and then drive from 
our market competing American books, to the 
detriment of American authors and American 
labor, for the fostering and protection of which 
the import duty is imposed. 

As representing the principal branches of 
trade connected with book manufacture in the 
city of Philadelphia, we trust that, in the re¬ 
vision of the tariff, some effective protection 
will be extended to these important interests. 
Experience has shown that a simple ad valorem 
duty affords so many opportunities of defraud¬ 
ing the revenue, especially when foreign manu¬ 
facturers establish their agents in this country, 
that we hope you will see the wisdom of chang¬ 
ing it for a specific rate. We annex a memo¬ 
randum of what we think would prove a satis¬ 
factory adjustment, protecting the manufactur¬ 
ing interest without bearing heavily on scholars 
and scientific men who may require works in 
foreign languages and old books. The tariff of 
1842 and the English tariff formerly levied 
duties on books by the pound weight, and re¬ 
sults have shown that the plan works well. 

We therefore are of the opinion that it is only 
by specific duties that proper protection can be 
afforded and the interests of the revenue 
guarded. 

SUGGESTIONS FOR A TARIFF ON BOOKS. 

On all books, periodicals, pamphlets, photo¬ 
graph albums, blank-books, bound or unbound, 
and all printed matter, engravings, bound or 
unbound, illustrated books and papers, and 
maps and charts, twenty (20) cents per pound 
weight. 

The free list to remain as it now stands. 

On all stereotyped or electrotyped plates and 
casts of wood-cuts a duty of twenty (20) cents 
per pound weight.

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THE DUTY ON BOOKS. 

From the N. Y. Post. 

It appears that Philadelphia publishers espe¬ 
cially are opposed to the abolition of the duty on 
books and other printed matter. The Book 
Trade Association of Philadelphia held a meet¬ 
ing October 10, “ for the purpose of determining 
some definite resolutions to lay respectfully 
before the Tariff Commission. . . . Be¬ 

cause of the large duties which the book trade 
pays on g raw materials, it must have duty to 
protect it; if the duties on raw materials could 
be taken away, the trade could then compete 
with the foreign markets.” They strongly advo¬ 
cated a specific duty of twenty five cents per 
pound on foreign books, etc. To understand 
this demand and the familiar cry about the 
duty on “raw materials,” the following points 
ought to be considered : 

The duty (20 per cent ad valorem) on good 
printing paper—the “raw material” in th ; s 
case—is about two cents a pound, and there 
are many who say that this protection is not re¬ 
quired. This appears to be true from the 
fact that while nearly everybody who took the 
trouble to go before the Tariff Commission 
wanted additional protection for his manufact¬ 
ures, the American Paper-Maker’s Union came 
likewise, at Chicago, but made no plea for an 
increase of protection ; they were fully satis¬ 
fied. 

The Philadelphia publishers, however, make 
this insignificant duty of two cents a pound on 
printing paper the pretext for demanding not 
only the retention of the present duty of 25 
per cent ad valorem on foreign books, periodi¬ 
cals, etc., but they actually urge its increase to 
twenty five cents per pound, kindly saying that 
“While it now takes three weeks to get books 
through the Custom-house, it would not re¬ 
quire an hour to weigh and deduct for tax.” 

A large portion of the illustrated newspapers, 
magazines, pamphlets, etc., which are now be¬ 
ing imported (not to speak of cheaper ones) 
cost in Europe only about sixteen cents a 
pound, and at present the duty is therefore (25 
per cent ad valorem) equivalent to four cents a 
pound on the same. 

What our Philadelphia protectionist friends 
want is an increase of duty from 25 to 150 per 
cent on the cost price ; in other words, an in¬ 
crease of 500 per cent over and above the pres¬ 
ent rate ! 

That would not be a good prospect for those 
persons who require foreign periodicals, pamph¬ 
lets, books, etc., that are not piratically re¬ 
printed in the United States. 

Fortunately, however, the international mail 
brings, at the moderate rate of only eight cents 
per pound, any quantity of such newspapers, 
magazines, etc., not only from Liverpool to 
New York, from Paris to Philadelphia, nay 
from Siberia, India, or any other country in 
the Universal Postal Union to the remotest 
“Star-route” post-office anywhere in these 
United States, without the assessment of a 
single cent for duty. The Philadelphia pub¬ 
lishers have little chance that Congress will 
comply with their wishes ; yet, for this showing 
of unreasonable demand's, they deserve the 
thanks of all who desire the abolition of the 
duty on books. 


INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT. 

THE INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT TREATY. 

From Harper’s Weekly, Sept. 16. 

It is announced unofficially from London 
that the negotiations looking to an inter¬ 
national copyright treaty have failed. If this 
report be true, the failure is undoubtedly due 
to the hostility of the British publishers. It is 
the authors, however, whom the failure hurts 
and who must pay the penalty. The British 
publisher insists that the British author shall 
not be paid a copyright in the United States 
unless the British publisher manufactures the 
book. Now this is comparatively a matter of 
indifference to the author. In any case, for 
the advantage of a copyright he would gladly 
concede the foreign manufacture. The pro¬ 
posed arrangement was an attempt at a fair 
understanding by which every existing interest 
should be considered, but by which the author 
was to be the chief gainer. It was stimulated 
by the actual situation which makes impos¬ 
sible the further payment of the large sums to 
English authors, which were formerly practi¬ 
cally equivalent to a copyright. This payment 
was only a custom, indeed, and there was no law 
to enforce it. The proposed treaty, however, 
would have put the practice into the form of 
law, and have secured to the author as a right 
what he has hitherto received as an acknowl¬ 
edgment from the publisher. 

The great increase of the number of readers 
in this country, the demand for very cheap pub¬ 
lications, and the constant English supply of 
material, which in the absence of law costs the 
unauthorized republisher only the price of re¬ 
production, have enormously stimulated re¬ 
publication without corresponding advantage 
to the author When a publisher now pays 
for advance sheets, since he can buy no other 
advantage, the republication, for which he has 
paid handsomely, is instantly met by other 
republications of the same work, for which no 
payment whatever has been made. Strenuous 
competition lowers the price to the least prac¬ 
ticable point, and the author’s advantage 
nearly disappears, except in the case of serial 
stories. This is the position in which the re¬ 
ported failure of the treaty negotiations leaves 
the author. The English author is republished 
with less or no pecuniary advantage to himself, 
and the American reader buys nearly every de¬ 
sirable English book for a shilling. The only 
gainer by this situation seems to be the great 
American public, and it is to the honor of 
almost all the chief American publishers that 
they cordially supported the proposed treaty, 
under which they must have paid the English, 
like the American author, such copyright as 
should be mutually satisfactoty- 

The next step, assuming the treaty to have 
failed, remains to be seen. Whether public 
opinion, in a country where everybody reads, 
and where readers obtain the best literature 
for a song, and in which the Constitution and 
the statute law hold that copyright is jiot the 
acknowledgment of individual right, but a 
grant for the public benefit, will demand that 
the grant be made.to the foreign author in ad¬ 
dition to that which he receives from his own 
country, is certainly doubtful. To raise the 
issue of abstract right would present to the 
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country the question of the desirability of re¬ 
nouncing such cheap literature as it now en¬ 
joys, and there would be a strong disposition 
to quote the words of the Constitution that, “ to 
promote the progress of science and useful 
arts,” the exclusive right to their respective 
writings and discoveries shall be secured “for 
limited times to authors and inventors.” This 
is the ground of existing laws of copyright, and 
it was because the treaty was based upon this 
view that it offered the most satisfactory begin¬ 
ning for a settlement of the question. 


“Negotiations for international copyright 
between France and Germany, which have been 
going on for some time,” says the Athenaeum , 
“are approaching a satisfactory conclusion. It 
is not intended to conclude a copyright con¬ 
vention between the two countries. The design 
is to arrive at an agreement for uniform legis¬ 
lation in each country, so as to determine the 
rights of French authors in Germany and of 
German authors in France. It is proposed that 
the term of copyright should extend over the 
author’s lifetime and for thirty years after his 
death. _ 


MUSICAL COPYRIGHT. 

From the Publishers' Circular. 

The Act passed a few days before the session 
closed to amend the law of copyright relating to 
musical compositions, and to protect the public 
from vexatious proceedings for the recovery of 
penalties for the unauthorized performance of 
the Same, has just been published. On and 
after the passing of the Act the proprietor of the 
copyright in any musical composition first pub¬ 
lished after the passing of the statute, or his as¬ 
signee, who shall be entitled to and be desirous 
of retaining in his own hands exclusively the 
right of public representation or performance of 
the same, shall print or cause to be printed, 
upon the title-page of every published copy of 
such musical composition, a notice to the effect 
that the right of public representation or per¬ 
formance is reserved. There is a provision 
when the right of performance and when the 
copyright are vested in different owners, and a 
penalty of £20 to be recovered from the owner 
of the copyright for non-compliance with notice 
from the owner of the right of performance. By 
a special provision as to costs, where not more 
than 40s. are recovered, the same to vest in the 
discretion of the court. 


LIABILITY OF NEWS COMPANIES. 

From the N. Y. Tribune. 

The suit of the actress. Miss Prescott, against 
the American News Company, for a libel in a 
paper circulated J 3 ut not owned or controlled 
by the company, resulted yesterday in a ver¬ 
dict of .$12,500 in her favor. A majority of the 
jurymen favored giving her the full amount 
claimed, $20,000. The charge of Judge Rus¬ 
sell was strongly against the company, the 
Judge holding that under the law they were 
responsible in some amount which he left the 
jury to fix. He also charged the jury that such 
matters as the defence had set up in their answer 
in justification, but did not attempt to prove, 
or failed to prove, should be held as aggravat¬ 
ing the damages claimed on the original libel. 
Alluding to the criticisms of the law by Mr. 
Fullerton, the company’s counsel, as “a relic 


of barbarism” in holding the mere disseminator 
of news responsible for the publication, the 
Judge said the law was just and right ; that 
when a number of men combine in a company 
and unite their energies to facilitate the hasty 
circulation of papers in advance of other deal¬ 
ers they must be prepared to assume responsi¬ 
bilities with the advantages and profits. The 
common-sense of the community will recognize 
the soundness of these views. Where petty 
papers publish libels which owe their circula¬ 
tion solely to the action of a news company, it 
is clearly right and proper that tlje public 
should be able to obtain that redress from the 
company which it is impossible to get from the 
worthless newspaper. Any other interpretation 
of the law would leave the community abso¬ 
lutely without a remedy for a serious public 
evil. 

[This verdict cannot be taken as a criterion 
for similar cases. Although the law, justly or 
unjustly, holds news companies responsible, no 
jury, in this particular case, would have found 
more than nominal damages, had the defence 
wisely confined itself to proof of absence of mal¬ 
ice, which could have been done with success 
in ten minutes. It was the answer of the de¬ 
fence which, unproved, was ten times more 
libellous than the libel in the suit, that caused 
a verdict which, under other circumstances, 
would have been excessive.—E d.]
